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‘NOVELIST TURNS 
2 Observations Of E. F. Benson 


In “As We Are.” 


WAR-TIME _ 


Mr. E. F. Benson has already 
reviewed us “As We Were’ in early 
Victorian times, and now lie con- 
tinues his quest with “As We Are” 
in an interesting volume published 
by :Mesers. Longmans, Green. He 
calls it a modern revue, and though 
there is a considerable clement of 
fiction in the narrative he evades 
the restrictions of the novel. * His 
chapters are not without sequence 
and coherence, but the scenes and 
characters are typical rather than 
particular. ; 

In the frst place we are intro- 
duced to the country house of an 
earl, and its pictures, scen, by Mr. 
Benson as something like geological 
strata, indicate. certain plancs oF 
_phases of taste; Bellini, Botticelli, 
Titian sre succeeded by such @ 
hotch-potch: as — Leighton, Rossetti, 
‘Edwin Long. But oh the whole the 
tradition of stateliness is maintain- 
ed, though frolicsome young visi- 
tors are disposed to pinch the foot- 
man’s calves a8 he hands them a@ 
dish or to, throw peaches , at the 
egregious Grand Duke. Mr. Ben- 
gon treats with a gentle irony the 
pre-war complacency and. its ruf- 
flings; he is very successful, too, in 
the suggestions of aggressive 
liberalism, The Earl's son intro- 
duces to the house ‘party a young 
Fellow of Magdatene: ‘They called 
him ‘Tickets,’ and he explained. with 
some pride to Lady Buryan that 
this was a nickname given him be- 
cause his father had been a ticket- 
at Cambridge Station.

Mr. Benson’s chapter about the 
reckless young people of the war- 
time ja a highly coloured picture of 
the new immorality, With the ad- 
vent of lipstick and the rest there 
is an appreciable tendency to plea- 
santly arranged divorce and sexual 


promiscuity, writes Allan Monk- 


house in the “Manchester Guar- 
dian.” He does not fail in eympathy , 
with those who “went through it,” 
and there 1s intelligent commentary, 
social and political reflections on 
the Fool's. Paradise that followed 
the war. i : 

‘The war is over, the war is & 
bore, and'we are the Bright Young 
People; such is the note. Natural- 
ly, Mr. Benson writes rather of Lon- 
don than of England. - Perhaps 
some of. these people of charming 
manners and advanced ‘ views ap- 
proach caricature. Fhe hectic 
Londoners, with their frantic at- 
tempts to escape boredom, may be 
of the stock of the traditional 
familles, but their problem is: a 
different one. Whichever way we 
look .it seems that this is a doomed 
society; if this is the English 
aristocracy it is time for it to go. 
Perhaps there: is something of the 
wider view in “Only those of middie 
ge count ‘who, though they may 
not be able to initiate any longer, 
taste’ promise in the new wine of 
life, though they may personally 
prefer the old.”

Novelists as Reviewers.
